COMMENT ON THE SITUATION. 


Heavy bombardments are in prog- 
rem at various points along the west- 
ern line, especially in the region of 
Looa, held by the British, and around 
Neuville, where the Germans recently 
captured French positions. The Brit- 
ish are carrying out mining opera- 
tions around Hulluch. Near the Bois 
Ge Buttes,-north of the Aisne, the 
French put down a German attack 
against their trenches. There is com 
parative quiet on the Russian front. 
Unofficial advices say that floods in 
the Styr River region have compelled 
the Teutons to abondon strongly forti- 
fied positions and that many deaths 
have occurred among these forces ow- 
ing to exposure, Along the Italian- 
Austrian front heavy artillery duels 
contigue. A dispatch from Athens 
gives a report of an encounter be- 
tween Bulgarians*and Entente allied 
detachments at the junction of the 
Greek-Serbian-Bulgarian frontiers, in 
which the Entente allies repulsed the 
Buigarians. News is lacking concern- 
ing the operations in the Cascasus and 
in Mesopotamia.

EWPORT NEWS (Va.) Feb. 3.— 
Nineteen days of ceaseless vigil 
fer the short-handed German 


prise crew aboard the former British 
to liner Appam ended late tonight when 


the last of more than 400 British pris- 
oners climbed over the ship’s side to 
liberty on American soil. For the first 


time since Lieut. Berg and his twenty- 
two men boarded the liner from the 
raider which captured her on the 
night of January 15, most of the Ger- 
mans slept peacefully, with but.a few 
of their number on watch. 

All the British subjects and the one 
nationalized American, G. A. Tagtia- 
ferri, quit the ship, leaving the prize 
commander with his erew and the 
twenty Germans who had been prison- 
ers on the Appam, including three 
women. 

SHARP CONTROVERSY. 

Capt. Harrison and the Appam's 
British crew left their vessel only after 
a sharp controversy between agents 
of the owners, the Elder Dempster 
Company, and the British Embassy 
at Washington. The company desired 
its men to remain on the liner to sup- 
port the claim that the Germans for- 
feited their prize by remaining in neu- 
tral waters, but the Embassy insisted 
that every British subject depart as 
soon as permission had been granted 
by the prize commander on the de- 
mand of the United States govern- 
ment. 

Plans were changed frequently, but 
the Embassy's authority prevailed 


and a special boat was provided to 


take the Appam's crew of 155 to Nor-

folk to await the sailing of a steamer 
for New York tomorrow night. 

Meanwhile the 114 passengers and 
the 136 British seamen .captured with 
the other seven ships taken by the 
raider Pongo or Moewe had been 
transferred ashore by steamers. Five 
of the seamen, one Englishman and 
four Lascars of the crew of the Clan 
MacTavish, all wounded, were re- 
moved to a hospital. All the others 
with most of the passengers were 
placed aboard river steamers for Nor- 
folk. An Old Dominion liner was be- 
ing held at her dock to take them to 
New York. 

The British government is caring 
for all passengers and crews of the 
captured freighter and will send them 
on to England aboard the first avail- 
able ship. The Elder Dempster Com- 
pany will arrange for the return of 


BERG TALKS. 

Leut. Berg, commanding the prize 
ship Appam, talked for the first time 
tonight of his cruise. He ridiculed 
the suggestion that his raider was the 
new fruit trader Ponga, insisting that 
she was the Moewe. He confirmed 
the accounts of his capture of seven 
English vessels, and declared he had 
nothing to say regarding his futurs 
plans. 

‘When asked how his crew felt 
about their enforced idleness the lieu- 
tenant squared his shoulders proudly.

CAUSES A SPLIT. 


Democrats Unable to Agree on 
Independence Terms. 


Leaders Decide a Family Con- 
ference is Necessary. 


Measure Taken from Calendar 
Pending Settlemnt.

Democrats are gathered together try- 
ing to sing a few harmonious chords 
on the turning loose of the Philip- 
Pines. After the events of this after- 
noon they decided it was high time 
to have a family conference. 


Two amendments to the Clark 
amendment were proposed. One was 
by Senator Francis Newlands of Ne- 
vada. He proposed that when the 
United States got ready to leave the 
islands it should leave $20,000,000 as a 
sort of a remembrance. Immediately 
thereafter Senator James Hamilton 
Lewis introduced another amendment 
to force the Philippines to sign a 
treaty allowing American goods to 
come in free of duty before giving the 
islands their freedom. 

After this rather startling reversal 
the Democrats yanked the bill off tha 
zone for a general conference. Senator 
Newlands's proposal to put the House 
in order to the tune of $20,000,000 be- 
fore turning it over to the Filipinos 
did not make much of a hit among 
his Democratic colleagues. Senators, in 
alarm, asked him where he proposed 
to get the $20,000,000 if his amend- 
ment ca 

HIGHER TAXES TO GET MONEY. 

“By additional taxation—by the in- 
heritance and income tax,” said Sen- 
ator Newlands firmly. 

Senator Vardaman asked him if he 
did not think this $20,000,000 had 
better be spent at home than in sup- 
plying the Filipinos with an irriga- 
tion system and other luxuries as a 
farewell present. 

“Uncle Sam is very rich; he can 
easily afford it,” returned Senator 


“Oh, Uncle Sam,” retorted Varda- 
man, “who ie Uncle Sam? He is the 
heavily-taxed people of this country. If 
you give $20,000,000 to the Filipinos 
it is the laboring men of this country 
who will pay it.” 

Before Senator Newlands could re- 
sume his argument Senator Thomas of 
Colorado burst in with a note of 
alarm. He said he wanted to protest 
against this use of the public’s money. 

“Congress has come to the place 
where it thinks entirely in millions. 
Congress doesn't think any more of a 
mere million dollars than it does of a 
50-cent piece.” 

Newlands carried his amendment on 
to a vote. Senators Wadsworth and 


all the 
others voted against it. 

As the vote was announced Senator 
Newlands arose again. He looked 
hurt. 
cannot accept this vote,“ he said, 
“as representing the state of benevo- 
lence of this Senate. I announce that 
I Shall present this matter again and 
again as long as I can.” 

HAM FOR PEACE. 

Senator Lewis promptly restored 
the balance by proposing two amend- 
ments, one to compel the Philippines 
to let American goods in free with 
a reciprocal tariff arrangement on the 
part of the United States to let Philip- 
pine goods in free. In case this 
amendment did not pass he presented 
a substitute to compel the Philippine 
Islands to pay a heavy indemnity be- 
fore being turned loose. 

Nobody voted for these but James 
himeelf. Tonight the Democrats are 
having a conference trying to harmon- 
ize the Clark amendment, which pro- 
vides for loosing the Philippines in 
two years, and the Hitchcock amend- 
ment, which extends the time for 
granting the islands their freedom. 

Manuel Quezon, the Filipino dele- 
gate to Congress, predicts that the 
House of Representatives will extend 
the time for grantine-the islands their 
freedom if the Senate does not.

tion of the Panama Canal, Brig.-Gen. 
Clarence R. Edwards, commanding 
the canal garrison, told the Senate 
Military Committee today in outlin- 
ing his opinions on national defense. 

Fixed fortifications, no matter how 
strong, cannot guard the Zone, Gen. 
Edwards sald, and without a mobile 
army to back them up, the guns al- 
ready there are a source of weak- 
ness, not strength. He declared the 
jungle on parts of the Zone would be 
more of a protection than a hin- 
drance to an approaching army. 
“But this is far from all.“ he added. 
“At a distance of from seventeen to 
twenty miles from the axis of the 
canal on the Pacific side, the apuntry 
is not only free from jungle and the 
ordinary tropical growths, but it is as 
open as are parts of New Mexico and 
Lower California. There an enemy is 
offered every facility for landing mo- 
bile troops and reaching by easy 
marches the vitals of the canal—the 
Miraflores and Pedro Miguel iocks. 
“The most casual reflection by any 
military student familiar with the 
facts should show that We must never 
let an enemy approach within ten 
miles of the locks.

He recom- 
mended that the situation be relieved 
by the use of heavier distillates in in- 
ternal combustion engines, 

Secretary Lane’s report asserts that 


“authorities agree that the automo- 
bile and other internal combustion en- 
gines are primarily responsible for 
the increased consumption of gaso- 
line,” and adds that a kerosene car- 
buretor “would at once go a long way 
toward relieving the present short-

shares. It refers to a 50 per cent. 
dividend declared by the Standard

The expatriation of the San Migue- 
lito residents was the direct outgrowth 
of a feud of many years’ standing 
between them and the inhabitants of 
Bavispe. The two communities are 
about three miles apart and situated 
about 170 miles south of the Ameri- 
can border. It was the people of 
Bavispe who espoused the cause of 
Carranza, that drove the San Migue- 
lito residents from their homes. The 
latter followed Villa on his retreat in- 
to Chihuahua and have since resided 
in that State. 

Barly this week they sent a depu- 
tation to Palomas, Chihuahua, ask- 
ing Col. Francisco Saenz, command- 
ing the Carranza garrison there, to 
obtain permission for their return to 
Sonora. The application was referred 
to Gen. Calles, who agreed to their 
return upon condition that their lead- 
ers remain in exile.

LONDON, Feb. 3.—A fishing trawl- 
er reported today to the naval au- 
thorities that she had seen a Ger- 
man Zeppelin in the North Sea in a 
sinking condition, it was stated in an 
official announcement given out this 
evening. 

According to a story current tonight 
which, however, cannot yet be con- 
firmed, all the crew of the Zeppelin 
probably were drowned. It seems that 
the trawler found so many men cling- 
ing to the Zeppelin that she made no 
effort to rescue and left them to 
their fate. The captain of a French 
vessel arriving at Hull reports having 
seen the wreck of a Zeppelin in the 
North Sea yesterday morning. . 

REPORT OF SKIPPER. 


Skipper William Martin of the 
trawler King Stephen, who has ar- 
rived at Grimsby, declares he saw the 
Zeppelin L-19, with her boats and a 
portion of her envelope submerged, 
early Wednesday. He noticed from 
seventeen to twenty members of the 
crew ‘clinging to the envelope. 

They asked to be taken off, but as 
the men on the Zeppelin outnumbered 
the trawler’s crew, the skipper de- 
clined to accede to the request. In- 
stead, he came straight into Grimsby 
and reported the matter to the Ad- 


| miralty authorities. 


DETAILS OF RAID. 

Details of the Zeppelin raid con- 
tinue to come in now that the au- 
thorities have removed a number of 
restrictions.

THIRTEEN OF CREW DROWN 


are Again Active. 


One of the Raiding Aircraft Which Just Visited England 
Drops Bomb Squarely on Top of Vessel Lying at Anchor, 
Which Goes Down Immediately — German Submarines

pool Monday afternoon, was sunk 
at sea by one of the raiding Zeppelins 
that visited England. Thirteen of the 
crew, including the captain, were 
drowned. 
Three men were saved—Chief Engi- 
neer Burch, Steward Taylor and Sea- 
man Charles Hillier. The Franz 
Fischer was a captured enemy vessel 
employed as a coasting collier. 
Hillier, who is a native of New- 
foundland, described the disaster as 
follows: 
“About 10:30 o’clock Tuesday night 
we heard a noise overhead such as we 


never heard before. Presently a Zep- 
pelin came right on top of us and 
dropped a bomb which fell near the 
engine-room. A tremendous explosion 
followed, the vessel remaining afloat 
only two minutes. 

“There was no time to launch life- 
boats. We all went under with the 
ship. When I came up again I caught 
hold of a life belt. After swimming 
for some time I came across the chief 
engineer and the steward, who had 
also managed to get hold of life belts. 
By their aid we kept afloat for an 
our. 

“It was pitiful to hear the cries of 
some of the other men who had come 
to the surface after the disappearance 
of the vessel, but soon their cries 
ceased and we concluded they were 
all drowned. ‘When almost exhausted 
a Belgian steamer picked us up. Later 
we were transferred to a mine sweeper 
and landed.” 

Asked how the Zeppelin managed 
to locate the vessel in the dark, Hu- 
lier said the collier was riding at 
anchor and her anchor lights must 
have been seen by the men in the 
Zeppelin. As the vessel was station- 


CHASE HILL IS SUNK. 

Reports of the sinking in mid- 
Atlantic of the British freighter Chase 
Hill, from New York January 13 for 
Havre with a cargo of supplies for the 
French government, were confirmed 
today.

KOENIG ALBERT CAPTURED.

BERLIN, Feb. 3 (via Sayville, N. 
T.) — The steamer Koenig Albert, fiy- 
ing the Italian flag, and with 300 
Serbian refugees on board, has been 
captured by Austrian warcraft in the 
Adriatic, it was announced today by 
the Overseas News Agency. 

The agency’s announcement says: 

“An Austro-Hungarian submarine 
stopped the former North German 
Lioyd steamer Koenig Albert in the 
Adriatic.

What is believed to be a wholesale 
attempt to violate the prohibition law 
of Arizona developed yesterday in the

EXPOUND NEW CHARTER 
TO THE REALTY BOARD. 


Advantages Claimed for It. 


Members of the Board of Fr eeholders Elucidate Features 
of Rewritten Municipal Con stitution to Men Whose Influ- 
ence will be Large for its Passage or Defeat—Many 


OO many useless commissions, 
too many department heads 
afraid of their shadows and 

having no definite responsibility, too 
much over-lapping of activities, too 
little system all around“ —such is the 
diagnosis of the present patched-up 
governmental scheme of Los Angeles, 
as given yesterday noon at a meeting 
of the Los Angeles Realty Board by 

George H. Dunlop and Dr. Milbank 
Johnson, members of the Board of 
Freeholders, which drafted the pro- 

posed new city charter to be presented 
to the voters in June. eee. 

Realty men, bankers, business men 


and city officials to the number of 
150 or more gathered in the grill room 
of the Broadway Department Store 
to hear the discussion of the new 
charter. Stoddard Jess, president of 
the First National Bank, acted as 
chairman of the day. 

Mr. Jess in introducing the speakers 
praised the realty men for their in- 
terest in civic affairs, declaring that 
no other organization in Los Angeles 
paid so much attention to such sub- 
jects. The luncheon meetings of the 
realty men, with their invariable 
speaking programmes devoted to pub- 
lic questions, he declared, had come 
to be considered as an institution for 
the city’s good. 

Mr. Dunlop went into the history of 
the present patched-up city charter, 
which he said had through constant 
amendment for special purposes out- 
grown its usefulness. He referred to 
the fact that the charter had origin- 
ally been adopted in 1888, when Los 
Angeles was a city of only 50,000 and 
that in its first form it was Impossible 
as a guidance in the administration of 
a city of 500,000. Every time the 
city. has wanted to take a new public 
step of any kind, he pointed out, it 
has been necessary to tinker with the 
charter. 

“GET IT OVER WITH.” 


In arguing for the adoption of the 
new charter at the coming June elec- 
tion, Mr. Dunlop said that the Board 
of Freeholders Was aware that people 


were weary of the very word “char- 
ter.’ The new charter, he declared, 
was adapted, as nearly as the framers 


could shape it, to meet the require- 
ments of a city of 1,000,000 or over, 
anticipating future growth and re- 
quirements. “We want to get the 
thing done and over with,” he said. 

“Our model for the new charter,” 
said the speaker, was the success- 
ful modern business corporation as 
it has been developed in the last quar- 
ter century. Efficiency and economy 
of administration are the main objects 
of successful city government. Any 
charge that the board was influenced 
by politics will be seen to be untrue 
when it is considered that its mem- 
bership comprised men of widely-vary- 
ing political ideas. Politics was the 
one thing we could never have agreed 
upon, 

“tHaving in mind the creation of 
an entirely new standard of efficiency, 
the board endeavored first of all to 
weed out unnecessary Officials from 
the municipal list. Instead of hav- 
ing commissions of honorable and 
well-meaning persons who are not 
qualified by experience or training 
to judge the merits of particular pub- 
lic enterprises we would put at the 
head of the various departments 
picked individuals who know what 
they are about. To these we would 
give real responsibility. It is on this 
kind of basis that the big corporations 
of the country aré run and we may 
well learn from them. 2 
FOR CENTRALIZED PURCHASES. 

“The new charter makes it pos- 
sible for every project to receive care- 
ful, expert attention in its own de- 
partment before coming to a decision. 
Thus the annual budget would be pre- 
pared to include in one lump amount 
the big undertakings contemplated be- 
fore being submitted by the adminis- 
trative body to the executive. At pres- 
ent it is drawn up piecemeal and no 
one ever knows what may come next. 
The charter would also create a cen- 
tralized purchasing department, the 
advantages of which are co 
as something axiomatic in efficient 
‘business administration, 

“At present bills for all kinds of 
purchases are shoved through by vari- 
ous departments without any real 
system. The auditor merely checks up 
everything at the end of each month.

Friendly After Robbery. 


Close Together for Two Weeks, 
Say Local Hotel Men.

According to dis- 
patches from St. Paul, a Los Angeles 
woman and her chauffeur were de- 
tained there and made a confession. 
Yesterday the man and woman, in 
company with private detectives and 
a Los Angeles police officer, left for 
St. Louis, and Kansas City, and will 
later return to Los Angeles. 

That Mrs. Leotia K. Northam, 
whose name has been mentioned in 
connection with the case, and Mrs. 
Stocker were good friends for at least 
two weeks after the robbery, was the 
statement of hotel-keepers and jewel- 
ers yesterday. According to the hotel 
men, Mrs. Stocker and Mrs. Northam 
returned to Los les r spend- 
ing the holidays in the rth They 
went to the Alexandria, were seen 
frequently in company and went shop- 
ping together. They visited a jeweler’s

Sudden Mrs. Northam left the

to leaving Los Angeles Mrs. Northam 
is alleged by detectives to have 
pledged several jewels with a money 
lender and to have left other diamonds 
with a jeweler to be reset. The dia- 
monds left with the jeweler, fifty-one 
in number, are alleged to be similar 
to the stones in the necklace Mra. 
Stocker is said to have lost. 

‘J. Mullender, manager of Mrs. 
Stocker's local interests, stated last 
night that it was his information that 
the only jewels lost by Mra. Stocker 
consisted of a necklace of 110 stones 
valued at $27,000.

Eee that were old, and eggs that 
were ancient, and even some eggs 
that were tested for maternity and 
found lacking in parental possibilities, 
were mentioned with disrespect and 
condemnation in Police Judge Ches- 
bro’s court yesterday, when a score 
of grocers were haled before the bar 
for having made those sad old eggs 
pose as respectable fresh ones. 

In the future the retail dealers 
who purchase eggs from wholesale 
companies will only accept them on 
a written guarantee that the eggs are 
as represented. | 

Of the twenty grocers, most plead- 
ed guilty to violation cf the pure food 
act, and those who did not were found 
guilty, to the profit of the court and 
the consternation of the wholesalers, 
who complain the probing of the 
court into the integrity of eggs is 
making a havoc of the retail busi- 
ness. 

Under such an engaging title as 
“Fancy Eastern Eggs,” Inspector 
Oakley of the State Pure Food Com- 
mission found one good egg in a doz- 
en. 

In commenting on the cases, Judze 
Chesbro said: “In the majority of in- 
stances the retaller is not to blame 
for selling the bad eggs. He receives 
the eggs under spoken guarantee of 
the wholesaler, and it is the whole- 
sealer who is reaping the profits of the 
business. It is unfortunate that the 
spoken guarantee is worthiess in 
court, and these men are technically 
guilty, but I have advised every de- 
fendant to get a written guarantee 
from the wholesaler for every con- 
signment of eggs he purchases.”

Only Dog to Mourn at Grave of 


Hundreds Attend the Funeral 
of George Curtis. 


Identify Mason as Horsethief; 
Ma be Worse Yet. 


The only mourner at the grave of 
George Mason yesterday at the ceme- 
tery m Lancaster was a woeful little 
bull terrier. Mason, who was riddled 
with bullets In a ranch-house on the 
Henry Kent farm, after he had slain 
George Curtis, and serfously wounded 
Harry Kent and Grattan Bennett, was 
buried at the same time that his vic- 
tim was laid to rest. 


An autopsy over the body of the two 
men was held yesterday morning and 
the funerals followed. Mr. Curtis, 
who was known for his daring spirit, 


was followed to the cemetery by hun- 


dreds of citizens and ranchers, friends 
who had known him for years. In 
sharp contrast was the funeral of the 
desperado, who was borne to the bury- 
ing ground in a hearse and with only 


the little dog to do him homage. The 


dog stood at the door of the Maupaw 
undertaking parlors two days and re- 
fused to eat or be comforted. Every 
few moments he would whimper and 
scratch at the door. When the body 
was borne away the dog followed. 

Prior to the funeral of Mason, 
Sheriff Cline had Deputy Sheriff Min- 
ger take Bertillon measurements of 
the dead man, finger print impressions 
and such other descriptive data as will 
be needed in establishing the identity 
of Mason. 

George Curtis, who was ruthlessly 
slain by Mason when the former went 
to the rescue of Henry Kent, fs the 
second of the family to die a violent 
death. Some time ago his brother, 
Fred, was killed in Ventura county 
when he volunteered to turn off a 
stream of burning oil in a derrick. He 
accomplished the task, but before he 
could descend to the ground he was 
blown from the derrick and killed by 
an explosion of oil. 

In investigating the previous move- 
ments of Mason Sheriff Cline learned 
that the man stole a horse from Wil- 
liam Willlams three weeks ago, tak- 
ing it from a pasture on the Williams 
ranch near Saugus. He rode the horse 
to the Kent ranch, and it was recov- 
ered there yesterday and identified by 
the owner. 

Mason was 60 years old, 5 feet and 
5 inches tall, weighed 160 pounds, had 
gray hair closely cropped and biue 
eyes. Sheriff Cline stated today that 
he would make every effort in his 
power to establish the identity of the 
slayer. Both Mr. Kent and Mr. Ben- 
nett, who are at the Good Samaritan 
Hospital, are recovering from their 
wounds, although the latter will lose 
the sight of one eye. 


A clever Raffles“ early yesterday 
morning made his getaway in a limou- 
sine car after he had entered several 
homes in the southwestern part of 
the city. His system was revealed at 
the home of Mrs. J. C. King, No. 1009 
West Seventy-eighth street. When dis- 
covered in the act of picking a lock, 
after ringing the door bell, he tnformed 
Mrs. King he was looking for his sis- 
ter. Mrs. King screamed and the man 
ran out to his waiting car and dashed 
away. 

It is believed the same burglar en- 
tered the heme of Mrs. John Fohl at 
No. 1107 West Eighty-seventh street 
and stole a diamond ring, a diamond 
and pearl pendant, a wedding ring 
and other valuables. In the home of 
J. B. West, a short distance away, he 
secured $21 in cash, a watch and some 
jewelry. 

At the home of William Henderson.

confronted suddenly by Mr. Hender- 
son's 14-year-old son. He told the 
boy the same story about hunting his 
sister and then left unconcernediy 
without rousing the suspicions of the 
lad.

HE SHAKESPEARE ANNIVERSARY 

Innumerable bands of devotees are 
preparing to celebrate the three hundredth 
anniversary of Shakespeare’s death next 
April. There will be a pageant in Los An- 
geles. And a cynic has remarked that the 
_ festivities are bound to be marred by the 
accretion of a large number of amateur 
organizations that will feel called upon to 
stage some of his plays. But we must not 
let that worry us too much. It may be 
rough on Shakespeare, but we can take 
comfort from the fact that he is a great 
moral teacher. “Vice never looks so odious 
nor crime so execrable as when placed un- 
der the burning light of his indignation; the 
simplest virtue, the most humble effort to 
do good, never shine so fair as when 
breathé4 upon by him.” 


And it will take something more than the 
literary section of a suburban woman's club 


of an ambitious lady founder to mar his 
reputation. Besides, as Sir Herbert Beer- 
bohm Tree reminded us, Shakespeare was 
essentially a humorist or he could never 
have written such wondrous tragedies. And, 
no matter who utters them, the great words 
are always there and lose nothing of their 
portent. As an example he gave us Ham- 
let’s soliloquy in the voice and manner of 
Falstaff, and Falstaff’s hesitancy on the eve 
of battle in the voice and grand mien of 
Hamlet, and neither lost any significance 
thereby. Without humor tragedy becomes 
rank melodrama, but even an amateur the- 
atrical society cannot, if it is word perfect, 
belittle a Shakespearean tragedy. And the 
experience is bound to be good for their 
souls. 


But to return to the morals of Shakes- 
peare, which are very important in Los An- 
geles. He was duly baptized on April 26, 
1664. The little controversy over the date 
of his birth has never been settled, but it 
seemed so desirable and romantic that he 
should have died on his birthday, April 23, 
and that day St. George's Day into the bar- 
gain, that that date has been tacitly ac 
cepted. |

I had a thorough col- 
lege training of the theory of domestic 
science and economy and hygiene, of 
rational scrubbing, of the flesh-form - 
ing values of certain proteids and the 
warmth-producing values of sugar and.

ings, putting children to bed and get- 
ting them up in the morning, removing 
stains from table linen, cleaning straw 
hats, making oxtail soup out of chop 
bones, jam, pickles, lemon syrup, slip- 
bodices, dusters, didies, cakes, puddings, 
cookies, I can make a leg of mutton 
last three days and a pair of shoes last 
a year. I can prolong the life of a pair 
of corset’ into senile decay. I ean cure 
colds, s®erilize wounds, kiss bruises, 
. wipe noses, trim the children’s nails, 
see that they clean their teeth, gargle 
their throats, wash behind their ears. 
I can cut hair and see that it is kept 
brushed. I can tell bed-time stories, 
hear the spelling lesson, help with the 
sums, hear the prayers, sweep floors, 
wash dishes, clean out the oven, scour 
the bathtub, polish the taps, patch the 
garden hose, oi] the mowing machine, 
earve the roast, answer the telephone, 
scold the milkman, appease the butcher, 
harangue the grocer and snub the baker. 
I put the cat out and let it in, see that 
the dog is fed and the canary’s cage 
periodically scoured, tend the ferns, re- 
pot them, cut the flowers and keep the 
vases clean. I can run, oi] and repair 
the sewing machine. Teach the chil- 
dren elementary music, turn the whole 
family out to church on Sunday, trim 
hats and bew on a thousand buttons a 
week, clean the family gloves with gas- 
oline, keep an armed neutrality with 
neighbors, mend the children’s toys 
father’s wearing apparel. In an- 
wer to the question whether my time 
is fully occupied, beg to state that I am 
only busy from 6 a.m. to 10 p.m. and I 
only use the rest of the evening for tak- 
ing my own bath, brushing my hair and 
taking care of woman's first dut 


be beautiful. Except for getting up 


three times during the night to soothe 
the baby, seeing if the fire is safe and 
the windows locked, the porch light out 
and the hose turned off, I have nothing 
to do, and if I can be of any use in 
making war munitions, driving a street 
car, delivering letters or making socks 
for soldiers, please let me know, I am 
absolutely at the disposal of the state.” 


TILIZING OUR WELFARE AGENCIES, 
Los Angeles has every department of 
what is known as “Welfare Work” that any 
other city has—end then some. What we 
need now is a course of education in using 
our elaborate and expensive facilities. How 
many people, for instance, know that the 
city maintains a corps of thirty municipal 
nurses and a staff of physicians to visit and 
care for people who cannot afford to pay 
doctors and nurses? Seven nurses are em- 
ployed for the city schools. Many cases are 
reached through the schools, but there are 
undoubtedly many cases, especially among 
old people, which need attention, but the 
sufferers or their friends do not know that 
it can be. obtained, or do not make applica- 
tion for it. 

Then we have city, county and school 
“mothers,” whose province seems to be to 
listen to tales of woes with a sympathetic 
ear, and offer advice, or find relief where 
possible. It would appear that everybody 
in this community who is in trouble ought 
to “talk it out,” at least to some of these 
publicly-provided advisers. 

We have also city, county and school pro- 
bation officers. We have a Humane So- 
clety, a Police Bureau, the Detention Home 
and a Juvenile Court, with physicians, in- 
vestigators, psychologists and various other 
addenda. From the number of people who 
are engaged in juvenile“ welfare work, and 
the bills that they pay, it is hard to under- 
stand now any boy in this city ever gets a 
chance to play hookey or to steal bicycles, 
And every girl certainly ought to be well 
warned of the disasters, disgrace and death 
that are so apt to follow in the wake of 
“joy” rides. If full use were made of the 


| various provisions to safeguard young peo- 


ple by parents, guardians or those who are 
in a position to see the dangerous first 
steps, we ought, in time, to be able to dis- 
pense with some of the machinery of our 
Juvenile Courts and reduce our contribution 
to reformiatory and penal institutions. 

A municipal employment bureau, fully 
equipped and filling 25,000 positions a year, 
is at the service of the unemployed and the 
employer. Then we have playgrounds, rec- 
reation centers, municipal dances, evening 
schools with classes in everything that any- 
body really cares to learn. All of these 
things are free and most of them are 
equipped and officered to handle many more 
people than are actually making use of 
them. 

By all means let us have some kind of 
publicity scheme that will introduce the 
people of Los Angeles to their own pub- 
licly-provided advantages—if we must pay 
for these things they should certainly be 
utilized to the fullest extent.

CREATING A NAVAL RESERVE.

N CONSIDERING the legislation to be 


offered in Congress the importance of 
securing a naval reserve is to be dis- 
tinctly separated from the subject of a naval 
auxiliary. A naval auxiliary means the 
ships themselves; a naval reserve is com- 
posed of the men on the ships. 
On one of the large, modern 
the term “able-bodied seaman” has little or 
no application to the occupations of the 
greater number of men in the crew. A sail 
is seldom, if ever, seen on a modern steam 
er. In place of the old-time “seamanship” 
there is constant training in the principles 
of navigation, hydrography, meteorology 
and applied astronomy. 


Deck training; from the sailor to the cap- : 


tain, is not the old routine of hoisting salle 
or the manipulation of ropes—not excepting 
the once dreaded rope’s end. The modern 
training will develop, among boys of a high 
class, opportunities far removed from the 
former drudgeries of shipboard. 

Other departments of a modern steamer’s 
equipment are represented mainly by the 
engine force. Here are made the engineers 
expert in all the new, modern methods of 
generating power from its various sources, 
begfaning with coal and bringing it up to 
the most modern types of internal combus- 
tion engines for the use of oll and gasoline. 
A great field opens to these men for the 
development of inventions and improved 
methods that may be of immense value to 
the world. There are to be studied, too, all 
the latest electrical appliances, from the 
wireless down to the electric signals be- 
tween bridge and engine-room, that add so 
enormously to the economical and efficiont 
operation of a steamer. Electrical efficiency 
is now being carried to the extent of in- 


| stantly closing all openings in water-tight 


compartments by touching a button at the 
bridge. And of greatest value, to the men 
as to the nation, is their training in disci- 
pline, under which they learn and know 
their positions and duties in the emergen- 
cies of the sea. , 

These are only a few of the features of 
employment on a large steamship that 
should induce young men of ability to fol- 
low the sea. They constitute an invaluable 
opportunity for the development of mind 
and body, and afford an experience that 
must prove priceless in any position in life. 

Having such men enrolled, in the ample 
supply afforded by a numerous merchant 
marine and with stations provided where 
they could secure the necessary special prac- 
tice in naval] studies, this country would 
possess a real reserve of men qualified up 
to the grade of lieutenant in the navy and 
subject to call in the emergency of war. 


It would be a sheer impossibility, should | 


any large proportion of our navy be in- 
volved in an engagement of importance to- 
day, to find officers—indispensable to suc- 
cessful handling of our warships—to replace 
those lost in action. 

The establishment of the reserve would 
lead many of our young men to become eit 
zens of the world in the broadest sense 
through frequent viaits to foreign ports, and 
it would prevent, in a measure, the concen- 
tration of the boys of the country In cities 
and towns already taxed to their utmost to 
provide such a level of employment. 

These are a few of the considerations 
that ought to influence our Senators and 
Congressmen in their deliberations over an 
upbuilding of our merchant marine designed 
not only for the development of our foreign 
commerce, but for the assurance of our na- 
tional safety. . 

Inspiration to patriotism, benefits to our 
citizenry, material advantages to our com- 
merce, all of th values incident to the 
development of the great merchant marine, 
which now reveals itself to us as a thing of 
duty as well as of right, are matched-—in- 
deed, overmatched—in vital importance by 
the one great consideration of the estab- 
lishment of the naval reserve. With it, 
whatever navy we create is in, in the 
hour of our need, to go into act assured 
of its full fighting efficiency until its ships 
are masters of the seas or have been sunk 
in defense of the nation. Without it we 
shall have created a first arm for our de- 
tense which must drop, paralyzed, the in- 
stant it loses the few men and officers on 
whom we have placed our sole reliance. |

Shippers are anticipating the ap- 
pearance of some brown rot on ship- 
ments soon, as the fruit is very full of 
water and easily subject to decay. 
This condition prevailed last year, 
some cars showing as much as 60 per 
cent. decay. Growers are being 
warned to take every precaution to 
protect the fruit from bruises. 

PLENTY OF WATER. 
(LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

LOMA LINDA, Feb. 3.—The alfalfa 
and grain growers of this section have 
found that more water means less 
instead of more alfalfa, once a 
certain limit has been reached. Many 
of the farmers who were in the habit 
of irrigating in the winter in spite of 
the heavy rains have found that the 
yield will be larger and the alfalfa 
— hay better quality if this is not 

one. 

The attention of the farmers wag 
first called to this by the university 
farm at Davis, where experiments 
were made indicating that too much 
water was not the best thing for a big 
growth of alfalfa. Some of the grow- 
ers at once suspected that this had 
something to do with several compar- 
atively light yields and when tests 
were made it was found to be true. 
It is believed that too much water will 
cut down the yield from 30 to 50 per 
cent. 

The alfalfa fields of this section 
never looked better than they do now. 
No irrigation has been necessary this 
winter, as the rains have been plen-

CHECKS CASHED. 
WHO STANDS THE LOSS? 


Judge Taft has taken under submis- 
sion the interesting banking question 
involved in the suit of the Los An- 
geles Investment Company against the 
Home Savings Bank, to ver $16,- 
009.20. alleged to hav been em- 
bezzled by F. R. Emery, former man- 
ager of the company’s insurance de- 
partment, who is serving a four years’ 
sentence at San Quentin. 

It was contended that the checks 
were drawn in the regular way, but 
they represented commissions due fle- 
titious persons. They were cashed by 


the cancelled checks and neglected to 
property compare their accounts. 

The other side of the story is that 
the fnal indorsement of the checks 
guaranteed all former indorsements, 
and that it was the duty of the Home 
Savings Bank to determine whether 
the payee is the person to whom the 
check was issued. -Therefore, the 
bank and not the investment com- 
pany must suffer the loss. 

Emery passed twenty-one checks, 
some of which were made out to fic- 
titious persons. The Home Savings 
Bank cashed eleven of the checks, 
representing less than $6000.
